, This country clearly Isjgolng forward to 
new and greater things. Labor Is sure to par- 
!tlclpate In these advances. It should. 
i Labor also can help to bring them about. 
(For long decades Industrial workers and their 
[organizations have bitterly fought technical 
.;galns for fear they meant loss of Jobs. Somc- 
jtlmes they dld—tempbrarily. But always the 
'resulting expansion of the economy In the

Like the Athenian voters: of long ago. the 
American electorate, every ao often, haa a habit of 
ptumplns for men who will fix their tratrio tlckeU.

Whatever the reason; a malign fate aeema to have 
pursued many o( Senator George's prototypes. A lend- 
ing figure In the "battalion of death" In the twenties, 
which killed Woodrow WlUon's League of NaUons, 
woa Sen. Frank B. Braodegea of Connecticut. He 
waa wealthy, cultured and politically Impregnable, a 
dose friend ot-Frcsldent Warren G. Hording. But he 
overbought undeveloped land on the outskirts of 
Washington, and committed suicide. 

FOLITICAL OUTCAST — Henry Cabot Lodge of 
MassachusetU was a famous historian and arUlocrnt. 
Like Brandegee, he vented his hate on Wilson and the 
Lesguo as chairman of tho foreign relations commit- 
tee. But when the presidency fell to Calvin Coolldge. 
who belonged to the Bay Stale faction which detested 
Lodge, the latter became a political outcast. He was 
ft plUtuI figure in his last years, loncjy and broken. 

Borah had a greater reputaUon Iti foreign capitals 
than the -Presidents under whom he served. After 
paying their respects to the Whlto House and sUte 
department, statesmen from overseas hurried to In- 
terview him. as did foreign correspondents. But the 
brilliant Idahoan never attnlned his ambition Ia be- 
come secretary of stato or President of the United 
SUles. 

Sen. Arthur H. Vandenbcrg of Michigan Is the nfan 
to whom OcorgD Is compared moat frequenUy. It was 
Vandenbcrg who inspired the Marshall plan, and 
won reluctant Republicans to support of the United 
NaUona and the Truman-Acheson foreign policy. He 
died when his reputation began to equal Borah's, and 
.when there was a chance that ha might b« nomi- 
nated for the presidency. 

UNAPPREClSrED BEBVICE— Tom Connally of 
Texaa met an uphapprfate. His duUes as foreign re- 
latlona chairman forced him to remain In Washing- 
ton when he ahould have been shaking hands with 
the folks back home. He neglected such quesUons aa 
legislation favorable to oil, cattle. Udelands and other 
home-state Interests. A Shakespearean orator, Torn 
eventually discovered that, had he served his con- 
stituents with half the leal .he served the nation, he 
might atlU be In the senate. 

But ths most dramatlo examples of atatcsmanshlp 
unrewarded were' the late Sen, George F, Norrla of 
Nebraska and the Jate Florello H. La Guardla of New 
Vork. They, tool ncRlecled their bread-and-butter 
duties, and were reptaccd by Ume-serving poliUclana. 
Which led LajGuar^lla to explode In exasperation, not 
reallalng that he would soon become mayor of the 
world's largest city: 

"Whnt the American people want at Washington 
are bellboys and messenger boys, not statcsment"

States will produce more wheat thnn can be used for 
human consumption or exports. This country always 
feeds some wheat to livestock. What Mr. Benson Li 
saying is that more wheat will have to be considered 
ss-f cod- grain, -with only the higher quality wheat 
being priced at 7S per cent of parity or higher. 

But a policy of this kliid would simply transfer 
the wheat surplus to the feed -livestock sector of agri- 
culture. Iowa congressmen undoubtedly reflect the 
view of Iowa farmers when they express doubts about 
the Benson suggestion <4 cheap feed wheat. 

What Is the answer, then? We believe U U to 
stimulate the consumpUon of livestock and livestock 
products. The American peoplo. would eat more meat, 
drink more milk and eat more eggs and poultry 
producu If prices were lower. Probably more of 
these products would be exported,- also. -But lower 
prices of .these products would reduce the Incomes 
of Ilfcatock producers. espccialtyHlf Iowa fannera. 
They would bo forced to "take the rap" for the cor- 
rection of Uie wheat surplus, 

Wo believe It would bo logical therefore, to pro- 
vide some means of support for livestock producers* 
Incomes, at least during an adjustment period. This 
might be done by means of direct payments lo farm- 
ers, by subsidizing the consumption ' of mcnt. milk 
and poultry producU to consumers or by both meth- 
ods combined. 

From the standpoint ot national nutrition. It makes 
more sense tor the govcmment to put Ita money Into 
expanding consumption of these high protein foods 
than ■to encourage tho producUon of wheat which 
only piles up In storage,— Des Moines Register.

In Italy, however, they were cold- 
ly repulsed by. Tliomixs Aloyalus 
Lane, the embassy labor attache, 
Through the mysterious political 
power ot Jay Lovc.itonc. Dublnaky's 
chlet propni;nndUt and political 
Btratcglal with hendqunrtcrs In New 
York. ihLi mnchino has been able to 
dictate the appointment ot many 
such labor attaches, Including f~~ 
cloae relallva of Dave Dublnsky. 

Dublnsky's niece, by the way, one 
Ida Klnus. became general counsel 
to the labor relations board under 
Truman.

John Henry, aged 4, has been 
taught not [o blU or kick', even If 
another child does so. A little friend 
comti lo visit '.him tuid hb boUt 
kicks and bites, and Into tho bar- 
f-nln pinches. His finger nails are 
long, strong and sharp and his 
pinches leave btnck and blue and 
red muka, John Henry, knowing he 
must not retort In kind, runs to his 
mother fbr help. As tho small of- 
fender Is a guest she Is at a loss to 
know what to do. The child's moth- 
er seems not to notice at all. 

No child Is called on to take an- 
other's abuse. Of course, klcklnjc. 
biting and plnehlng uo to be dossed' 
with Uie foul blow so, even In de- 
fense, they are not allowed. But 
what la to stop any child so mis- 
treated from striking out with his 
ftaUT A few Well' pUctd jjuachcs 
from John lletur to the Ill-man- 
nered guest would soon teach hltn 
better behavior. 

If small children could b« gentle, 
sweet, law abiding and peaceable, It 
would bo Just fino but children are 
not like Uut. They ore likely to be 
nggresaWc, likely -to make them- 
sclvca tit by way of physical con- 
tacts that are not likely to promote 
loving kindness among them. Vte 
tench them to be patient, kind, lov 
ini;, but those line qualities thrive 
best when practiced by all parties 
concerned. 

If one bites, kicks, plnchea and 
otherwise abuses the. gentler one, 
tho code docs not work and then 
the abused one must take the matter 
Into his Itonds— his fists—and check 
tho TLgHTCssoT. II he dots not. It he 
stsinds nnd takes it, or runs orf.crj-- 
Ing for help, .he Is creating a bully, 
who Is llkily to torment him for- 
ever - afterward, or until ho is

Force Is not' lovely when applied 
In human relationships. ' We dislike 
acting children who ore so tini 
touched by life's uttUncss discover- 
ing It nnd Its potentialities. Strug- 
gle, pnln. sorrow follow Its train but 
life Is often a strugsle sgnlnst pain 
and sorrow.. . (vtul aubtnlsslpn to 
abuse, to the loul blows of Ignor- 
ance, tyranny and wickedness. Will 
not help any. 

Wo Imvo to teach John Henti 
what ho needs to know and to pre- 
pare him for U)e difficulties abend. 
Patience under stress, kindness nl- 
ways, but acceptance ol the loul 
blow, no. That needs to be met with 
a well aimed flat.
